Sunday morning, Nov 24. 


The sermon, in part as fallows, is 


published at the request of some of 
' the members of the church: 


First of all we should, as a nation, 


"be thankful that we were.led into this 


*' -war. 


We tried to stay out of it. We 


---* id at first that this was not our 


fight, but a fanjily quarrel occasioned 
by long age national 
and 
racial 


jealousies; w,"were growing rich sell- 
ing munitions of war to the allies and 
loaning large sums of money at a 
profitable rate of interest. We did not 


to go into this war and have 


„„ business 
affairs 
disturbed and 


send our young men over there to be 
killed.' We had nothing to gain in the 
•war—it was not our war. But at last nome gu; 
the issues began to define themselves chapter, 
and it was discovered that the big 
thing in this fight was the final de 
termining whether kings shall rule 
this world, or whether the people shal 
rale it. 


When this issue began to stand ou 


clearly in the fight, we Americans be 
gan to say, "If this is the issue, then 
we are interested. We are interested 
in seeing France remain a republic, 
and we are interested in having Eng- 
land remain a constitutional govern- 
ment." 


We discovered that if we stood 


" aloof and enriched ^ourselves and al- 


lowed democracy to be crushed in 
Europe we would stand condemned 
in the sight of high heaven and that 


jfc. 
the verdict of future men would be 
that America pl'Ayed false in the hour 
when liberty-loving men struck for 
the right to govern themselves. 


About the same time we made an- 


other startlius discovery. We found 
out that for years Germany had been 
trying to Germanize our schools and 
press -ahd even our pulpits, and that 
German-owned breweries were poison- 
ing our youths, and that a wide-reach 
ing spy system, with the German am 
bassador as its chief, permeated our 
nation, and that German agents were 
blowing up munitions plants 
and 


bridges and ships, and finally we were 
ordered off the seas altogether and 
told that we would not be allowed to 
trade with either beligerents or neu 
trals. 


What if America had bartered he 


soul for dollars and allowed freedom 
loving men to be throttled? 
Wha 


would future men have said? Wha 
would we ourselves have said? It i 
a cause for profound gratitude to Go 
that we had in our president's chair 
an American patriot—that the heart 
of the American people beat as one 
heart, that ttere was one mind and

Paris seemed 
doomed to be pillaged and looted. Th 
channel ports were in danger of fal 
ing into hte hands of he enemy an 
the Germans were making a might 
thrust between the British and Frenc 
armies to divide and destroy them in 
detail.

In those hours at Chateau Thierry,

Washington, D. C. (Special.)—Ac- 


cording to a report made to the Unitet 
.States Public Health Service, the epi- 
'demlc of influenza in Sp. 
i has al- 


ready caused an increase in the preva- 
lence aiid deaths from pulmonary tu- 
berculosis. A similar association be- 
itween influenza and tuberculosis was 
! recently made by Sir Arthur News- 
holme, the chief medical officer of the 
English public health service, In his 
analysis of the tuberculosis death rate 
in England. 


In order that the people of the Unit- 


'ed States may profit by the experience 
of other countries Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue of the United States Pub- 
ilic Health Service has just issued a 
warning emphasizing the need of spe- 
,cial precautions at the present time. 
["Experience seems to indicate," says 
'the Surgeon General, "that pe'rsons 
iwhose resistance has been weakened 
by an attack of influenza are peculiar- 
ly susceptible to tuberculosis. 
With 


millions of its people recently affected 
with influenza tins country now of- 
fers conditions favoring the spread of 
tuberculosis." 


One Million Consumptives In the 


United States. 


"Then you consider this a serious 


menace?" was asked. "In my opinion 
It is, though I hasten to add it is dis- 
tinctly one against which the people 
can guard. So far as one can estimate 
there are at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis in the Unitefl 
States. 
There is unfortunately no 


complete census available to show ex- 
actly the number of tuberculous per- 
sons In each state despite the fact that 
most of the states have made the dis- 
ease reportable. 
In New York city, 


where reporting has been In force for 
many years, over 35,000 cases of tu- 
berculosis are registered with the De- 
partment of Health. 
Those familiar 


with the situation believe that the ad- 
dition of unrecognized and unreported 
icases would make the number nearer 
50,000. The very careful health sur- 
.vey conducted during the past two 
years in Framingham, Mass., revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis in a popula- 
tion of approximately 15,000. If these 
jiroportlons hold true for the United 
State? as a whole they would indicate 
that about one in every hundred per- 
sons is tuberculous. 
Each of these 


constitutes a source of danger to be 
guarded against." 


v What to Do. 


In his statement to the public Sur- 


geon General Blue points out how 
Ithose who have had influenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo- 
sis. "All who have recovered from in- 
fluenza," says the Surgeon General, 
"should have their lungs carefully ex- 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fact, It is desirable to have several ex- 
aminations made a month apart Such 
examinations cannot be made through 
tfie clothing nor can they be carried 
out in two or three minutes. If the 
lungs are found to be free from tuber- 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them-so. This can be done by 
right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air." 


Danger Signs. 


The Surgeon Gejeral warned espe- 


cially against certain danger signs, 
such as "decline" and "colds which 
hang 
OH." 


These, he explained, were often the 


beginning of tuberculosis. "If you do 
not get well promptly, if your cold 
seems to hang on or your health and 
strength decline, remember that these 
are often the early signs ef tuberculo- 
sis. Place yourself at once under the 
care of a competent physician. Tuber- 
culosis Is curable in the early stages. 
Patent Medicines Dangerous in Tuber, 


culocia. 


'Above all do not trust in the mis- 


leading statements of unscrupulous 
patent medicine fakers. There js no 
specific medicine for the cure of tuber- 
cjlosis. 
The money spent on such 


medicines is thrown away; it should 
be spent instead for good food and de- 
cent living."

ISSUES WARNING 


Increase in All Respiratory Dis- 


eases After the Influenza 


Epidemic Probable. 


Influenza Expected to Lurk for Month*. 


, 
How to Guard Against Pneumonia. 
Common Colds Highly Catching—Im- 
portance of Suitable Clothing—Could 
Save 100,000 Lives. 


Washington, D. C.—With tbesubsld- 


ence of the epidemic of Influenza the 
attention of health officers Is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory 
system 


-which regularly cause a large number 
'of deaths, especially during the winter 
.season. 
According to Rupert Blue, 


'Surgeon General of the United States 
'Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win- 
ter unles^ the people are particularly 
careful to obey health instructions. 


"The present epidemic," said Sur- 


geon General Blue, "has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many ol 
them mild and unrecognlied, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
against." The Surgeon General likened 
,the present situation to that after a 
great flre, saying, "No flre chief who 
understands bis business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible flre have dis- 
appeared. 
On the contrary, ho con- 


tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there is dan- 
ger of the flre rekindling from smol- 
dering embers." 
' "Then you fear another outbreak oi 
influenza?" he was asked. "Not neces- 
sarily another large epidemic," said 
'the Surgeon General, "but unless the 
people learn to realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay a heavy death toll from pneumo- 
,nia 
and other respiratory diseases. 


Common Colds Highly Catching. 
"It is encouraging to .observe that 


people are beginning to learn that or 
dinary coughs and colds are highlj 
catching and are spread from person 
to person by means of droplets o: 
germ laden mucus. Such droplets arc 
sprayed into the air when careless 01 
ignorant people cough or sneeze with 
out coveiing their mouth and nose. I 
is also good to know that people have 
.learned something about the value o; 
'fresh air. 
In summer, when people 


are largely out of doors, the respira 
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneumo- 
nia, etc.) are infrequent; in the fall 
as people begin to remain indoors, the 
respiratory diseases increase; in the 
winter, when people are prone to staj 
Jn badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become verj 
prevalent. 


Suitable Clothing Important 


"Still another factor in the produc- 


tion of colds, pneumonia and other re- 
spiratory diseases is carelessness or ig- 
nojance of the people regarding suit- 
able clothing during the seasons whec 
the weather suddenly changes, sitting 
in warm rooms too heavily dressed or 
what is even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly thai 
windows are kept closed in order to be 
comfortably warm. This is a very in- 
jurious practice. 


Could Save 100,000 Lives. 


"I believe we could easily save one 


hundred thousand lives annually 
the United States if all the people, 
.would adopt the system of fresh ail 
living followed, for example, in tuber, 
culosis sanatoria. 
There is nothing 


mysterious about It—no specific medi. 
cine, no vaccine. The important thinp 
is right living, good food and plenty ol 
fresh air.

distributed. 
Normal consumption for 


that period is 1,600,000 tons.

ishows'a definite, concrete saving of 
ovef 500,000 tons. 
These figures ap- 


ply to sugar consumed on the table, in 
the kitchen and in the various indus- 
tries, and show conclusively that In 
the homes and public eating places of 
•America, where 70 per cent of all our 
.sugar is consumed, the sugar consump- 
tion has been reduced by more than 
one-third. 


In the four-month period 
begin- 


ning with July, this country normally 
uses 400,000 tons of sugar per month 
Last July 260,000 tons entered into 
distribution.

• sermon at the Congregational church 


' 
Sunday morning, Xov 24. 


The sermon, in part as fallows, is 


published at the request of some of 


(^ the members of the church: 


First of all we should, as a nation, 


~be thankful that we were led into this 


*• -war. 


We tried to stay out of it. 
We 


"•—T id at first that this was not our 


fight, but a family quarrel occasioned 
by long age national 
and 
racial 


Jealousies; w,~were growing rich sell- 
ing munitions of war to the allies and 


• loaning large sums of money at a 


profitable rate of interest. We did not 
-want to go into this war and have 
our business affairs 
disturbed and 


send our young men over there to be 
killed.' We had nothing to gain in the 
•war—it was not our war. But at last 
the issues began to define themselves 
and it was discovered that the big" 
thing in this fight was the final de- 
termining whether kings shall rule 
this world, or whether the people shall 
rale it. 


When this issue began to stand out 


clearly in the fight, we Americans be. 
gan to say, "If this is the issue, then 
we are interested. We are interested 
in seeing France remain a republic, 
and we are interested in having Eng- 
land remain a constitutional govern- 
ment." 


We discovered that if we stood 


""" aloof and enriched ^ourselves and al- 


lowed democracy to be crushed in 
Europe we would stand condemned 
in the sight of high heaven and that 
the verdict of future men would be 
that America played false in the hour 
when liberty-loving men struck for 
the right to govern themselves. 


About the same time we made an- 


other startling discovery. We found 
out that for years Germany had been 
trying to Germanize our schools and 
press -and even our pulpits, and that 
German-owned breweries were poison- 
ing our youths, and that a wide-reach- 
ing spy system, with the German am- 
bassador as its chief, permeated our 
nation, and that German agents were 
blowing up munitions plants and 
bridges and ships, and finally we were 
ordered off the seas altogether and 
told that we would not be allowed to 
trade with either beligerents or neu- 
trals. 


What if America had bartered her 


soul for dollars and allowed freedom- 
loving men to be throttled? 
What 


would future men have said? 
What 


would vie ourselves have said? It is 
a cause for profound gratitude to God 
that we had in our president's chair 
an American patriot—that the heart 
of the American people beat as one 
heart, that there was one mind and 


^ that mind was that America must 


save democracy for the world, cost 
•what it may. 


Then, second, we should be pro- 


foundly thankful that in the provi- 
dence of God we had such a large 
share in securing final victory. 


In the early summer days of this 


year the German armies of the west, 
reinforced by a million men from the 
Russian front, struck the allies stag- 
gering blows. The British were worn 
and weary with four years of such 
fighting as no army had ever endured. 
Trance had buried 1,300,000 of her 
brave sons who had died on the battle- 
fields. It was too much for the weary, 
worn soldiers to stand up against 
the furious onslaughts of the Hun, 
*nd the cause of civilization hung in 
the balance. In that hour the whole 
world stood trembling. Paris seemed 
doomed to be pillaged and looted. The 
channel ports were in danger of fall- 
ing into hte hands of he enemy and 
the Germans were making a mighty 
thrust between the British and French 
armies to divide and destroy them in 
detail. 
» 


In those hours at Chateau Thierry, 


when America struck, freedom for lib- 
erty-loving men hung in the balance. 
In those hours those Americans saved 
Paris, and not Paris only, but France, 
and act Prance only, but England, and 
not England only, but <bey saved the 
cause of human liberty. 


It stirs our hearts at this hour to

that was instrumental in giving this 
doctrine o! the divine right of kings 
its finish and we men and women of 
this generation have lived to see such 
a day as this, a day when men have 
made a new start towards the right to 
govern themselves and towards their 
own divine estate. 


As a result Europe has on her hands 


a bargain lot of kings and kinglets, 
Bhn are scurrying for shelter as men 
are rising up with indignation in 
their hearts in all lands and Demand- 
ing their rights as free men, and ev- 
erywhere they are- planning to estab- 
lish some kind of a government based 
on the American model. 


The Czeck-Slovaks, in their declar- 


ation of independence set forth the 
following propositions: 
"We refuse 


to recognize the divine right of kings. 
Tue Czech-Slovak state shall be a re- 
public. We accept the principles ex- 
pressed in the American Declaration 
of 
Independence. 
Our 
democracy 


shall rest on universal suffrage." 
' It is a cause for profound thanks- 
giving that America is blazing the 
way towards self government for men 
everywhere. 


In the third place we should be pro- 


foundly thankful for the effect of this 
war upon America itself. 


Before this war we were a conglom- 


erate people composed of all races un- 
der the sun. 
We have thought of 


America as Anglo-Saxon, but not any 
more. It is still true in the south to 
a large extent, but it is not true as a 
nation, and especially in our great 
cities. 
There the man who hauls 


away your ashes may be a Rouman- 
ian, 
your plumber a Bulgarian, your 


tailor a Russian and your grocer a 
Jew; you dine at a Greek restaurant, 
a Syrian mends your rugs, an Armen- 
ian papers your house, a Norwegian 
mends your shoes, a Hungarian brings 
milk to your doors, your cook is a 
Swede and your laundryman a Chin- 
ese; your ride down town in a crowd- 
ed street car containing' 12 Jews, 10 
Italians, six Germans, nine Bohem- 
ians, eight Poles, five Syrians, one 
Scotchman, one Englishman and your- 
self, the only real American in the 
bunch, and each of these men read- 
ing a paper printed in his 
native 


language. 


One of the grea{ and good things to 


coine out of this war for America is 
that it is welding the men of various 
tongues, from many lands, into one 
great American nation, and we are no 
longer Jew and Gentile, Slav, Lap, 
Greek, Syrian, Roumanian, Jap and 
Chinese, but we are, thank God, one 
•people—Americans, • if you please— 
with the mighty spirit of a great re- 
public animating every heart. 


We are a greater, a stronger nation 


than at any time in our history. All 
Yanks now, no north or south, no 
Greek or barbarian, all Americans 
glad to set (lie pace for all freedom- 
loving men in all the world. 


Then fourth, and above all, we 


should be thankful, not alone that we 
have whipped the Kaiser, not that 
there has 
come 
after 
these many 


months of terrible warfare a cessa-

Other civilized 


people discovered that centuries ago 
and not at this late date. 


One of the great discoveries of this

spiritual essence and not a material 


force. Gremany has broken down in 
the sight of the world because she 
was lacking in this spiritual element 
and because it defied force.

•Washington, D. C. (Special.)—Ac- 


cording to a report made to the United 
.States Public Health Service, the epi- 
'demlc of Influenza in Sp. 
i has al- 


ready caused an increase in the preva- 
lence aud deaths from pulmonary tu- 
, berculosis. A similar association be- 
itween influenza and tuberculosis was 
'.recently made by Sir Arthur News- 
holme, the chief medical officer of the 
'English public health service, in his 
analysis of the tuberculosis death rate 
in England. 
i In order that the people of the Onit- 
'ed States may profit by the experience 
of other countries Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue of the United States Pub- 
illc Health Service has just issued a 
warning emphasizing the need of spe- 
,cial precautions at the present time. 
["Experience seems to indicate," says 
'the Surgeon General, "that pe'rsons 
iwhose resistance has been weakened 
by an attack of influenza are peculiar- 
ly susceptible to tuberculosis. 
With 


millions of its people recently affected 
with influenza tins country now of- 
fers conditions favoring the spread of 
tuberculosis." 


One Million Consumptives In the 


United States. 


"Then you consider this a serious 


menace?" was asked. "In my opinion 
it is, though I hasten to add it is dis- 
tinctly one against which the people 
can guard. So far as one can estimate 
there are at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis in the TJnitefl 
States. 
There Is unfortunately no 


complete census available to show ex- 
actly the number of tuberculous per- 
sons In each state despite the fact that 
most of the states have made the dis- 
ease reportable. 
In New York city, 


where reporting has been In force for 
many years, over 35,000 cases of tu- 
berculosis are registered with the De- 
partment of Health. 
Those familiar 


with the situation believe that the ad- 
dition of unrecognized and unreported 
icases would make the number nearer 
50,000. The very careful health sur- 
.vey conducted during the past two 
years in Framingham, Mass., revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis in a popula- 
tion of approximately 15,000. If these 
proportions hold true for the United 
State? as a whole they would Indicate 
that about one in every hundred per- 
sons is tuberculous. 
Each of these 


constitutes a source of danger to be 
guarded against." 


x What to Do. 


In his statement to the public Sur- 


geon General Blue points out how 
Ithose who have had influenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo- 
sis. "All who have recovered from in- 
fluenza," says the Surgeon General, 
"should have their lungs carefully ex- 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fact, It is desirable to have several ex- 
aminations made a month apart Such 
examinations cannot be made through 
tfie clothing nor can they be carried 
out in two or three minutes. If the 
lungs are found to be free from tuber- 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them-so. This can be done by 
right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air." 


Danger Signs. 


The Surgeon Gejeral warned espe- 


cially against certain danger signs, 
such as "decline" and "colds which 
hang 
OH." 


These, he explained, were often the 


beginning of tuberculosis. "If you do 
,not get well promptly, if your cold 
seems to hang on or your health and 
strength decline, remember that these 
are often the early signs ef tuberculo- 
sis. Place yourself at once under the 
care of a competent physician. Tuber- 
culosis Is curable in the early stages. 
Patent Medicines Dangerous in Tuber.

"Above all do not trust in the mis- 


leading statements of unscrupulous 
patent medicine fakers. There js no 
specific medicine for the cure of tuber- 
dilosis. 
The money spent on such 


medicines is thrown away; it should 
be spent instead for good food and de- 
,cent living." 


U. S. HEALTH SERVICE 


ISSUES WARNING 


Increase in All Respiratory Dis- 


eases After the Influenza 


Epidemic Probable. 


Influenza Expected to Lurk for Month*. 
, How to Guard Against Pneumonia. 


Common Colds Highly Catching—Im- 
portance of Suitable Clothing—Could 
Savo 100,000 Lives. 


Washington, D. C.—With tnesnbsld- 


ence of the epidemic of influenza the 
attention of health officers is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
.which regularly cause a large number 
'of deaths, especially during the winter 
.season. 
According to Rupert Blue, 


'Surgeon General of the United States 
'Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win- 
ter unles^ the people are particularly 
careful to obej- health instructions. 


"The present epidemic," said Sur- 


geon General Blue, "has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many ol 
them mild and unrecogniied, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
against." The Surgeon General likened 
,the present situation to that after a 
great flre, saying, "No flre chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible flre have dis- 
appeared. 
On the contrary, ho con- 


tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there Is dan- 
ger of the flre rekindling from smol- 
dering embers." 
' "Then you fear another outbreak oi 
influenza?" he was asked. "Not neces- 
sarily another large epidemic," said 
'the Surgeon General, "but unless the 
people learn to realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay a heavy death toll from pneumo- 
,nia and other respiratory diseases. 


Common Colds Highly Catching. 
"It is encouraging to .observe that 


people are beginning to learn that or 
dinary coughs and colds are highlj 
catching and are spread from person 
to person by means of droplets oi 
germ laden mucus. Such droplets arc 
sprayed into the air when careless 01 
ignorant people cough or sneeze with 
out coveiing their mouth and nose. II 
Is also good to know that people hav« 
Jearned something about the value oj 
'fresh air. In summer, when people 
are largely out of doors, the respira- 
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneumo- 
nia, etc.) are infrequent; in the fall, 
as people begin to remain Indoors, the 
respiratory diseases increase; in ths 
winter, when people are prone to staj 
In badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become verj 
prevalent. 


Suitable Clothing Important 


"Still another factor in the produc- 


tion of colds, pneumonia and other re- 
spiratory diseases is carelessness or ig. 
norance of the people regarding suit- 
able clothing during the seasons whec 
the weather suddenly changes, sitting 
in warm rooms too heavily dressed or, 
what is even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept closed in order to be 
comfortably warm. This is a very in- 
jurious practice. 


Could Save 100,000 Lives. 


"I believe we could easily save one 


hundred thousand lives annually is 
the United States if all the people, 
.would adopt the system of fresh ail 
living followed, for example, in tuber, 
culosis sanatoria. There is nothing 
mysterious about it—no specific medi. 
cine, no vaccine. The Important thinp 
is right living, good food and plenty oj 
fresh air.

"The Bureau of Public Health, 


Treasury Department, has just issued 
a striking poster drawn by Berryman 
the well-known Washingtoa cartoonist 
The poster exemplifies the modern 
method of health education. A few 
ye'ars ago, under similar circumstances, 
the health authorities would have Is- 
sued an official dry but scientifically 
accurate bulletin teaching the role oj 
.droplet infection in the spread of re> 
spiratory diseases. The only ones who 
would have understood the bulletin 
would have been those who already 
,knew all about the subject The man 
in the street, the pjain citizen and th« 
'many millions who toil for their living 
would have had no time and no desira 
to' wade through the technical phrase- 
ology."

Doubters Declared Saving Sta- 
ples Would Be Easy Compared 


With Sacrificing Luxuries. 


FIGURES

Americans Demonstrated Sturdy Sup- 


port of War by Conserving for 


the Benefit of the 


Allies. 


When figures began to show def- 


.inltely that the people of the United 
'States were actually reducing their 
consumption o^ foods needed abroad, 
the United States Food Adminis- 
tration was told that it was com- 
paratively easy to bring about conser- 
vation of staple necessities, but that it 
.would be far more difficult to accom- 
plish an actual decrease in the use of 
luxuries. The doubters took sugar as 
an example, and declared that it would 
be practically impossible to bring ouf 
consumption of sugar down to a point 
that would meet only the food needs 
of the people. 
v 


Now that demands upon ocean ton- 


nage will be lightened, European na- 
tions will be able to go farther afield 
for foodstuffs, and -will no longer be 
entirely dependent for sugar upon 
North American supplies. With the 
stocks now in prospect, we will hare 
sufficient sugar to place this country 
back upon normal consumption if the 
present sliort rations in Europe are 
not materially increa'sed. If the Eu- 
ropean ration is to be materially in- 
creased over the present low amount 
it can be only through the American 
people's making it possible by con- 
tinued restriction ^o a greater or less 
extent here. 


The fact that the Food Administra- 


'•tion has been able to relax the volun- 
tary sugar ration Is in itself proof that 
the ration of two pounds per person 
.per month was generally 
observed 


throughout the country. This conser- 
vation allowed the Food Administra- 
'tion to build up a reserve, and to tide 
[Over the period of scarcity, until the 
'the new crops of Louisiana cane and 
'beet sugar were ready for distribution. 


The records of the Food Adminis-' 


tration show that in July, August, Sep- 
tember and October 995,000 tons were 
distributed. Normal consumption for 
that period is 1,600,000 tons. This 
ishows'a definite, concrete saving of 
ovef 500,000 tons. These figures ap- 
ply to sugar consumed on the table, in 
the kitchen and in the various indus- 
tries, and show conclusively that In 
.the homes and public eating places of 
•America, where 70 per cent of all our 
.sugar is consumed, the sugar consump- 
tion has been reduced by more than 
one-third. 


In the four-month period begin- 


ning with July, this country normally 
uses 400,000 tons of sugar per month 
Last July 260,000 tons entered into 
distribution. 
In August only 225,000 


tons were distributed. In September 
the figures showed 279,000 tons, and 
then fell to 230,000 tons in October. 
-"' There could be no more definite 
proof that the American people have 
jjiven their loyal co-operation and sup- 
port _of the war.
